“Don’t Let Your Guard Down” Experts Warn 


THE GIFT

HINI virus has no cure, but 
there is a way to prevent it ... get 
vaccinated! That's the message 
health experts around the state 
are telling the public, even though 
HIN1 flu cases have peaked. “It's 
much too early to let our guard 
down,” says Ken August, spokes- 
person for the California Depart- 
ment of Public Health. “H1N1 flu 
cases may be decreasing, but [the 
virus] is not going away.” 

The first two confirmed H1N1 
cases in the country were found in 
California, and now a majority of 
counties in the state have reported 
at least one case of H1N1. The 
virus has hospitalized more than 
7,546 Californians and caused 


nearly 397 deaths, according to 


the latest state data (http://www. 
cdph.ca.gov/HealthInfo/discond/ 
Pages/H1N1Home.aspx). The state 
estimates that more than 3 million 
Californians have become ill from 
the HIN] flu. 

“The vast majority of flu ill- 
nesses are of the HIN] strain. We're 
seeing almost none of the seasonal 
flu strain right now,” said August, 
who emphasized the importance of 
getting vaccinated against the strain 
that is out there the most. As of early 
December, California has ordered 
7 million doses of HINI vaccine. 
The number of doses ordered so 
far is enough to vaccinate about 
18 percent of the state’s population 
against HIN 1. 

Early supply problems ham- 
pered mass vaccination efforts, said 
Jonathan Fielding, M.D., public 
health officer for Los Angeles 
County. “That's really caused a lot 
of problems, because expectations 
were heightened, and we didn't have 
enough vaccine to fulfill them and 
that caused anxiety,” he said. Los 
Angeles County has received 1.4 
million doses, whereas the high- 
risk group 1s 5.5 million people, 


Fielding said. 

Pregnant women, children, 
young adults under age 24 and 
people of all ages with chronic 
conditions are at increased risk of 
infection and complications from 
the flu. Health officials emphasized 
the importance of getting vaccinated 
against HIN1 flu, especially those 
in high-risk groups, and they said it 
is not too late to do so. As it takes 
up to two weeks after a vaccination 
for the body to develop immunity, 
those who want to protect them- 
selves during the holiday season 
should get immunized in the next 
two weeks. 

The experts say the epidemic 
has crested for now, but we’re likely 
to see additional waves. “We've 
already had a second, we could see 
a third wave,” said Fielding. The 
first wave of HINI infections oc- 
curred in the spring (April-June), 
with cases dropping off, but never 
disappearing, during the summer. 
Infections spiked again in October, 
after students went back to school. 

Takashi Wada, M.D., pub- 
lic health officer for the City of 
Pasadena, said HINI cases could 
rebound again after the New Year, 
as people tend to congregate indoors 
more during the winter and travel 
over the holidays. In Santa Clara 
County, HIN1 hospitalizations and 
school absenteeism have leveled off, 
according to Joy Alexiou, spokes- 
person for the county public health 
department. But, getting vaccinated 
is still a good idea, she says, because 
flu activity is still high. “Flus are 
notorious for changing and getting 
unpredictable,” Alexiou said. “Will 
there be another wave after the first 
of this year? We don’t know.” 

The message: Better to be safe 
than sorry. Get vaccinated. Gift of

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Nuevas leyes estatales en California 


A partir del 1 de enero entraron en vigor nuevas 
leyes estatales en California, después de un año 
marcado por los desacuerdos partidistas en temas 
candentes como el presupuesto estatal y la escasez 
de agua. La aprobación de leyes con verdadero 
peso quedó en un segundo plano en 2009 como 
consecuencia de la falta de fondos estatales para 
financiar la implementación de propuestas con alto 
impacto fiscal. Para facilitar más logros legislativos 
en el futuro, el líder demócrata del Senado, Darrell 
Steinberg, adelantó que tiene previsto presentar 
una propuesta en 2010 que contempla dividir las 
metas de las sesiones legislativas y así aumentar 
su productividad. Específicamente, los legisladores 
se concentrarían en el presupuesto durante un año 
y en propuestas de ley en el siguiente, alternando 
prioridades. 

De las más de 900 medidas que fueron enviadas 
al Gobernador Arnold Schwarzenegger al final de la 
sesión legislativa, 659 fueron firmadas y 255 vetadas 
por el mandatario. Entre las medidas que entran en 
vigor con el nuevo año destaca que los restaurantes 
de California tendrán que excluir por completo el uso 
de los ácidos grasos trans, conocidos como trans-fat, 
en la preparación de alimentos, en un intento por 
combatir las enfermedades del corazón y la obesidad. 
La medida AB 97 del Asambleísta Tony Mendoza fue 
aprobada en el 2008, dándole a restaurantes un año 
para eliminar las grasas trans. Según la Asociación 


de Restaurantes de California (CRA), la transición 
se ha dado sin complicaciones. Otras nuevas leyes 
sobresalientes incluyen protecciones en guarderías, 
en contra de los grafiti, la protección de víctimas de 
violencia doméstica, y la validación de matrimonios 
homosexuales. 

La AB 532 del Asambleísta Ted Liew, permitirá 
a entidades del orden obtener una orden de registro 
para confiscar armas de fuego de una residencia 
dónde se hayan reportado incidentes de violencia 
doméstica. Asimismo, la AB 576 de la Asambleísta 
Norma Torres define a las agencias gubernamentales 
locales como “víctimas” en contra de grafiti, para que 
así puedan legalmente pedir restitución monetaria 
para cubrir los gastos relacionados con remover las 
pinturas. Por otra parte, la SB 54 del Senador Mark 
Leno especificará que matrimonios homosexuales 
llevados a cabo antes de su prohibición el 5 de 
noviembre del 2008, sean considerados válidos bajo 
la ley. Y la SB 572, de Leno también, designará el 
día de Harvey Milk para conmemorarse anualmente 
en California cada 22 de mayo. Milk fue el primer 
homosexual en ser electo al Concejo de la ciudad 
de San Francisco en los años 1970, y fue asesinado 
en 1978. Por último, la AB 1368.del Asambleísta 
Anthony Adamas obligará a guarderías pequeñas en 
hogares a tener por lo menos una persona en todo 
momento que esté entrenada en los primeros auxilios 
o CPR pediátrico. EFE

Según información de la agencia PRNewswire, 
más de 140,000 empleados del censo en todo el país 
participarán en la operación de recorrido de domicilios 
para asegurar que cada una de las unidades de vivienda 
reciba un cuestionario del censo en marzo del presente 
año. El recorrido de domicilios particulares es la pri- 
mera actividad pública visible del Censo 2010 y debe 
concluir a mediados de julio. El operativo utilizará 
nuevas computadoras de mano, equipadas con GPS 
para aumentar la precisión geográfica. Líderes latinos 
de Los Ángeles respaldaron la campaña del censo “Re- 
trato de Estados Unidos”, en su presentación oficial en 
la ciudad, como parte de una gira nacional que busca 
la mayor participación de personas en el conteo. EIAI- 
calde Antonio Villaraigosa; Thomas Sáenz, Presidente 
y Consejero General del Fondo México Americano 
de Defensa Legal y Educación (MALDEF) y Arturo 
Vargas, director ejecutivo de la Asociación Nacional 
de Funcionarios Electos y Designados (NALEO), 
entre otros, acompañaron al director de la Oficina 
Regional del Censo de Los Ángeles, Jamey Christy, 
en la presentación.

Elderly Hispanics receive worse care in U.S. nursing homes 


The number of Hispanics liv- 
ing in nursing homes is growing 
along with the disparity in the 
quality of care they receive there 
compared with that given to white 
Americans, according to a study to 
be published in this month's issue 
of the magazine Health Affairs. 


Fennell, a professor of sociology 
and community health at Brown 
University in Rhode Istand, found 
that it is more probable that elderly 
Hispanics - as opposed to elderly 
members of other ethnic groups - are 
living in poor-quality nursing homes 
where there are structural, personnel 


The investigation headed by Mary ** and financial problems. The study 
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follows one in 2007 that found the 
problem of poor quality in nursing 
homes affected African-Americans 
in greater proportions than whites. 
Fennell said the new study focus- 
ing on the Hispanic population had 
the aim of determining the type of 
nursing homes in which Hispanics 
live and the quality of the medical 
care they receive there compared 
with that given to whites. The re- 
sults revealed profound disparities, 
she said. She said that the study 
also established that the custom of 
elderly Hispanics being cared for by 
their family members at home has 
begun to disappear. 

Traditionally, that group was 
the one that most rarely used nursing 
home services compared with other 
ethnic groups, she said. In general, 
that care was given to elderly His- 
panics by their oldest daughters in 
their homes. However, a greater 
and greater number of people have 
had to go to nursing homes or other 
residences for the elderly because of 
what Fennell called “acculturation” 
and financial problems that have 
forced ever more Hispanic women 
to work outside the home. As a 
result, and despite the considerable 
increase in the elderly population 
among Hispanics, the number of 
Hispanics that care for the elderly 
in the home has steadily declined. 
Researchers found that the use of 
nursing homes fell in the last 25 
years and that the racial and ethnic 
mix of their residents had changed. 
Fennell expressed her hope that 
federal and local authorities will pay 
attention to the results of the study 
and that they will take them into 
account in efforts to reform health 
care. EFE

Luego de dos años de 
producción, su creador, el méxico- 
americano John Frey ha tenido 
que sortear varios obstáculos para 
que este proyecto se convierta en 
realidad y se estrene en enero. “Son 
historias que relatan las muertes 
de las personas que buscan el 
llamado “sueño americano”: Atrás 
dejan esposas, hijos, familiares y
